WASHINGTON, Jan. 5.—Har- 
vard’s noted liberal, Professor 
Felix Frankfurter, and James F. 
Pope, former Idaho senator, to- 
day were appointed to two high 
governmental posts as President 
Roosevelt -sent more than 100 
nominations to the senate. 

That august body immediately 
made it unmistakably apparent 
that it would confirm the nomina- 
tion of Frankfurter to the su- 
preme court, but critics of the 
TVA announced that they would 
attempt to block the appointment 
of Pope to the board on the 


Although there were some ex- 
ceptions, senators of all political 
and economic faiths applauded the 
Frankfurter appointment and 
praised the little professor for his 
legal and scholarly attainments. 

To Talk It Over. 

The exceptions’ were principally 
members of the Democratic bloc 
which defeated the President’s ef- 
fort to reorganize the supreme 
court in 1937. Acknowledging 
Frankfurter’s ability, they never- 
theless declined for the moment 
to commit themselves to his sup-

These, he 
said, are the United States Bureau 


operating with growers, ginners, 
buyers and others through coun- 
ty agents in furnishing informa- 
tion on sea island production and 
ginning, assisting in the formation 
of one-variety sea island commu- 
nities, and aiding in making pure 
seed available. 

“The most serious problem fac- 
ing Georgia sea island growers,’ 
he said, “is planting seed. It is 
known that much of this seed now 
available in the state is unfit for 
planting purposes and should be 
sent to the oil mill. It is believed 
that enough seed of fair to good 
quality is available, however, to 
meet Georgia requirements for 
1939, pending the dev elopment of 
a seed program in the state.”

business slump would not be cur- 
tailed “arbitrarily or violently.” 

Mr. Roosevelt sided definitely 
with Chairman Marriner Eccles, of 
the Federal Reserve Board, and 
others who argue that drastic cur- 
tailment of government outlays at 
this time would reverse the busi- 
ness recovery trend, reduce tax 
collections and push a_ balanced 
budget farther away than ever. 

Referring to work relief and 
similar expenditures, he said: 

“A violent contraction, before 
the natural expansion of private 
industry is ready to take up the 
slack, would mean, not only hu- 
man misery, but a disruptive with- 
drawal from American industry of 
a volume of purchasing power 
which business needs at this time.” 

The goal he announced yester- 
day in another message to the 


country—a national income of $80,- 
/000,000,000 or more—was brought 
‘into the discussion by a table in- 
‘dicating that with such a country- 
wide income. the government’s rev- 


‘enue from existing taxes would be 


$8,000,000,000 instead of the $5,- 
669,000,000 predicted for the next 
fiscal year. 


“I believe I am expressing thé | 


thought of the most far-sighted | 
students of our economic system,” 
Mr. Roosevelt continued, “in say- 
ing that it would be unwise either 
to curtail expenditures sharply or 
to impose drastic new taxes at this 
stage of recovery.

$210,000,000 for next years’ expen- 
ditures under the new armament 
program. 

As to the kind of taxes to be 
enacted, he left that up to consul- 
tation between congressional and 
treasury leaders, except for his 
advice against levies “repressive” 
upon purchasing power. 

It was believed widely, how- 
ever, that Mr. Roosevelt consider- 
ed taxes upon goods which the 
general public buys to be repres- 


sive, while not so regarding in- 


heritance and estate levies. 


One method of additional taxa- 


‘tion which the President already 


‘has favored publicly 


is a levy 


‘upon salaries of all public em- 
ployes and the income from all 


public bonds. This would not be 
retroactive, and authorities said it 
would fall considerably short of 
producing the total new revenue 
which Mr. Roosevelt wanted. 

The President said nothing 


about the taxes which Secretary 
of Agriculture Wallace had advo- 
cated upon the processing or man- 
ufacture of farm products. Critics 
have contended these proposed 
levies would be paid by the con- 
sumer and would therefore reduce 
purchasing power, but Wallace has 
advocated them to provide a per- 
manent source of revenue for sta- 
bilizing farm income. 

Mr. Roosevelt recommended re- 
enactment of so-called nuisance 
taxes, including levies on gaso- 
line, automobiles and tires, elec- 
trical energy and lubricating oils, 
which expire in June and July 
this year. 

Asks New Relief Fund. 


He said he did so not because 
he considered them ideal but be- 
cause “their collection has been 
perfected, our economy is adjust- 
ed to them, and we cannot afford 
at this time to sacrifice the rev- 
enue they represent.” 

Mr. Roosevelt also sent to con- 
gress a request for a supplemental 
appropriation of $875,000,000 to 
carry on work relief through next 
June, 


This request, which was accom- 
panied by a recommendation for 
strict legislation against “improper

The $875,000,000 appropriation 
asked by the President would sup- 
plement $1,604,000,000 previously 
available for work relief (WPA 
and similar agencies) during the 
year endjng June 30. 

To operate the WPA, the Na- 
tional] Youth Administration and 
the Farm Security Administration 
in the next fiscal year, Mr. Roose- 


‘velt ‘estimated that $1,750,000,000 


would be needed. The WPA would 
reecive $1,500,000,000 of this. Ex- 
act figures will be sent to congress 
this spring and, should they prove 
next year to be insufficient, as 
did the original WPA appropria- 
tion for the current year, Mr. 
Roosevelt could make a supple- 
mental request later. 

The President estimated that a 
total of $2,226,165,000 would be 


needed next year for recovery and | 
relief or $921,530,000 less than the | 


amount for this purpose this year. 
No new public works program 
would be undertaken, but funds 
would be reappropriated to carry 
on projects of the present WPA 
program, whose peak activity has 
not yet been reached.

Jack Spalding produced yesterday 
a@ rare treasure ... one of the 
last letters written by Andrew 
Jackson, “Old Hickory.”

straight and as strong as hickory. 
Few knew that his forebears had | 
known Jackson and that the young | 
Kentuckian kept with him as he | 
grew to manhood and to old age | 
the ideal of the tall Tennessean | 
who did so much for the nation) 
and for its people. 

In his effects were a lock of) 
Jackson’s hair and a letter written 
in February of 1845, a few short, 
months before death came to Old 
Hickory at the Hermitage. | 

The letter will be presented to.

highly by students of history. In| 
it Jackson makes direct mention | 
of the conspiracy which deprived | 
him of the presidency in 1825 when 
Adams and Clay were aligned to 
defeat him. 


Asked to Make Deal. 


Jackson states specifically in the 
letter that he was asked to make 
a deal to give the secretary of 
state portfolio to Clay in the event 
that he, Jackson, was elected. This 
he refused to do. He writes that 
he “repelled it with all the hon- 
est indignation I thought such 
corruption deserved.” 

It was quite a scene that day 
when the vote was called. Clay, 
with Adams’ “bargain” at work, 
was the victor. 

Cobb, of Georgia, stamped about 
saying: 

“Treachery, treachery. Send 
ble falsehood.” 

The bargain had been made. 
Jackson was defeated. He gave a 
dinner for his friends. The od 
liquor bill is preserved. They did 
not drink heavily but well. 

That night the crowd included 
many who pointed and said: 

“There is our CLAY president.” 

That is a part of the story which 
the letter recalls from the pages of 
history. 

It is addressed to Major William 
B. Lewis. William Berkeley Lewis 
was a plantation owner near Old 
Hickory’s Hermitage. He was one 
of the ‘Nashville Junto’ which 
first advanced the unwilling Jack- 
son as a candidate for president. 
All through Jackson’s career he 
was a friend and a supporter, 

Comments on Polk, 

The other part of the letter con- 
cerns some comment on a report 
of a plan by Colonel Polk, then 
president, to have some newspaper 
support. Jackson hopes the report 
is not true. The letter itself reads 
as follows:

The foregoing table shows that 
the excess of expenditures over 
revenues in the ordinary classifi- 
cation is attributable to various 
causes: new functions undertaken; 
more carrying charges on the na- 
tional, debt, though at lower in- 
terest rates, and the inauguration 
of the social. security and agricul- 
tural programs. Under all of these 
classifications, new expenditures 
have been added without corre- 
sponding increases in taxes. 

Fixed costs have also increased 
because of numerous new appro- 
priations for grants and subsidies. 

Another type of expenditure has 
been forced upon us in increasing 
volume by the real necessity for 
expanding our national defense. 
We are all aware of the grave and 
unsettling developments in the 
field of international relations 
during the past few years. Be- 
cause of the conditions of modern 
warfare, we must now perform in 
advance tasks that formelry could 
be postponed until war had be- 
come imminent. A large part of 
additional national defense expen- 
ditures should, I think, be put in 
a special category on a temporary 
basis, 

The operating expenses of the 
government: have also increased 
because of reductions in the hours 
of work of certain classes of fed- 
eral employes, and because of ex- 
pansion of the normal functions 
of- the government with 
growth of the country. 

Among the new governmental 
functions which have added to the 
costs of the ordinary budget, the 
farm program is outstanding. Soil 
conservation expenditures and 


other outlays for the crop adjust- | 


ment program which are of a con- 
tinuing nature and produce no di- 
rect return to the federal govern- 
ment have been only partially 
covered by new revenues. 
PLANS TO SPREAD 
SOCIAL SECURITY 

A new, and partly self-financ- 
inug, addition was made to the 
ordinary expenditures when the 
social security act was passed to 
safeguard the economic security 
of a large portion of our popula- 
tion.

While I do not advocate that the 
government capitalize all of its ex- 
penditures for physical improve- 
ments, it seems to me that such 
portions of the cost of public pro- 
jects as are clearly self-liquidat- 
ing should occupy a separate cate- 
gory in budgetary reporting. Our 
financial statements, of course, 
Should clearly reflect, in appro- 
priate classifications, the amount 
of government outlays for physi- 
cal improvements that are not 
self-liquidating in character. We 
must take into account the neces- 
sity for making sueh of these and 
other changes as will permit the 
presentation to the congress and 
to the public of more accurate and 
intelligible statements of the fi- 
nancial operations of the govern- 
ment.

I should like to call your atten- 
tion to the following table com- 
paring for the 10-year period the | 
amount of the federal deficit and | 
the increase in the public debt, | 
with the amount included therein | 
for capital outlays.

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penditures in 1940 will approxi- 
mate $286,000,000. Furthermore, 
consideration is now being given 
to plans for spreading the cover- 
age of, and for revising the bene- 
fits under, the social security act, 
and for improving public health 
facilities. These plans present ma- 
jor questions of future national 
policy and directly affect the 
budget. 

Beyond these questions of or- 
dinary expenditures are _ those 
which relate to the non-operating 
or. unusual ‘costs of government 
and involve extraordinary expen- 
ditures that deal more particularly 
with the relationship between fis- 
cal policy and the economic wel- 
fare of the country. These ques- 
tions concern government loans, 
capital outlays, and relief of need. 
Expenditures made under these 
heads are of such a flexible char- 
acter as to provide, through their 
contraction or expansion, a partial 
offset for the rise or fall in the 
national income. 

The public has been showing an 
increased interest in the adoption 
by the government of a form of 
budget which would conform more 
nearly to the practice followed in 
commercial business. There has 
been some criticism of the govern- 
ment’s practice of including in its 
budgetary expenditures, amounts 
disbursed for loans, or for self- 
liquidating projects, or for other 
extraordinary capital outlays 
which increase the wealth of the 
nation. 

RECOGNIZES MERIT 
OF SUGGESTION 


I recognize the merit of con- 
structive suggestions of this na- 
ture by recommending in my last 
budget message a change in thé 
method of financing the require- 
ments of the Commodity Credit 
Corporation. This recommendation 
provided for an annual appraisal 
of the assets and liabilities of the 
corporation, and contemplated that 
any surplus from operations or 
any impairment of capital result- 
ing from losses be reflected as re- 
ceipts or expenditures in the an- 
nual budget. Under this method 
the budget would be affected, not 
when the investment or loan is 
made, but in the fiscal year when 
the surplus or loss occurs. Con- 
gress approved this recommenda- 
tion in the act of March 8, 1938, 
and it might well give considera- 
tion to an extension of this prin- 
ciple to other governmental cor- 
porations and credit agencies, such 
as:

TOFINANGE RELIEF 
“PROGRAM TO JULY 


President Suggests That 
Congress Leave System 
Unchanged Until Next 

' Year’s Appropriations. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 5.—()— 
President Roosevelt tossed two 
highly inflammable logs upon the 
brightly burning fires of the re- 
lief controversy today by trans- 
mitting to congress: 
~ (1) A request that $875,000,000 
be appropriated to keep the work 
relief program going until July, a 
figure well above estimates of con- 
gressional leaders: 

(2) A suggestion that congress | 
make no change in the manner 
of distributing relief funds now, 
but that it conduct studies and 
hold hearings with a view to mak- 
ing any desired alterations apply 
to the fiscal year 1940, beginning 
next July. 

Political Abuses. 

_With regard to charges of po- 
litical abuses in relief, Mr. Roose- 
velt suggested congress enact laws 
penalizing anyone, either in or out 
of WPA, guilty of ‘political mani- 
pulation” of relief funds. But he 
opposed turning relief administra- 
tion over to local boards, saying 
advocates of such a course are 
either insincere or “ignorant of 
the realities of local American 
politics.” 

Meanwhile the charges of poli- 
tics, confirmed this week by the 
senate’s committee on campaign 
expenditures, flared out upon the 
senate floor in a bitter attack 
upon Harry Hopkins, former WPA 
administrator, whose nomination 
as secretary of commerce awaits 
confirmation. 

Senator Bridges, Republican, 
New Hampshire, making the first 
senate speech of the session, as- 
serted in his recent appointments 
President Roosevelt had made “a 
specialty of naming lame ducks, 
those who have been repudiated 
by the people of their own states 
and districts.” 

Hopkins Repudiated? 

“But,” he added, “in the case of 
Mr. Hopkins, he has gone one bet- 
ter. He has appointed a man as 

secretary of commerce who has 
been repudiated by the people of 
the entire nation on mismanage- 
ment of relief—one of the out- 
standing issues in the last cam- 
paign—and I think it just as well 
before Mr. Hopkins’ name comes 
before this body that we should 
survey his qualifications to see 
what kind of a man is being ap- 
pointed to direct the business and 
industrial activities of this coun- 
try.” 

Bridges was heckled by Senator 
Connally, Democrat, Texas, who 
sarcastically asked if he was at- 
tempting to “jump the gun and 
beat all the other senators who 
want to kick Mr. Hopkins around.” 

Mr. Roosevelt’s request for an 
appropriation of $875,000,000 to 
finance WPA from early February, 
when its present funds are sched- 
uled for exhaustion, until the end 
of the fiscal year, included $125,- 
000,000 not to be spent within that 
time but to be appropriated to 
cover commitments made within 
that period.

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TAKING TO THE AIR 

President Roosevelt’s suggestion that 20,000 
youthful civilians be taught to fly, annually, in 
order that the nation may have a reserve Man- 
power for its armadas of the air, in case it be- 
comes necessary to defend this country against 
a foreign aggressor, raises many questions and 
leads into extensive ramifications. 

Essentially the proposal is excellent. It will 
contribute not only to the defensive strength 
of the nation, but will do much for progress by 
making the airways more popular and increas- 
ing the number of Americans who will regard 
flying their private planes as everyday experi- 
ence. It presages the day when the skies will 
be filled with fast planes, as the highways are 
today filled with automobiles. 

But it must be remembered air pilots cannot 
be trained in large numbers without a corre- 
sponding increase in facilities for flying. It in- 
volves, right at the start, a tremendous increase 
in the equipment and facilities for pilot train- 
ing at such institutions as Georgia Tech, and 
other colleges which already have courses in 
flying on their curricula. 

This, however, is only a start. A great in- 
crease in flyers means a corresponding increase 
in airplane factories, airplane servicing estab- 
lishments, landing fields and all the other fea- 
tures. ? 

Atlanta, for instance, should be preparing 
today for this contemplated increase in the 
national total of civilian flyers. This city must, 
if it is to hold its place as one of the aerial 


crossroads of the nation, not only enlarge and | 


improve the Candler airport, but should be at 
work now in constructing a second airport on 
the north side of the city. If 20,000 new flyers 
are to be let loose each year, it will mean a 
doubling, at least, of airport facilities and this 
city cannot afford to lag behind in this utility 
for the people. 

The impetus that such an influx of compe- 
tent flyers would give to the airplane industry 
would, also, undoubtedly be a welcome and not 
inconsiderable factor in that revival of indus- 
trial prosperity upon which depends the eco- 
nomic well-being and progress of the nation. 


GEORGIA HAM SHOW 


In the interest of better pork products, par- 
ticularly more attractively cured and packed 
hams, a Georgia ham show has been proposed, 
beginning the week of January 23, in Atlanta. 
The Department of Agriculture and the State 
Extension Service will, in all probability, co- 
operate to the utmost in making the exhibition 
a worth-while undertaking. 

Georgia peanut-fed pork has gradually as- 
sumed a front ranking position among the best 
grades of packing house products. This has 
been a source of ever increasing income to farm- 
ers. This source, however, has not been de- 
veloped to a point anywhere near its possibili- 
ties. One of the chief reasons for this lack may 
be attributed to the absence of uniformity and 
skill in putting up the cured products by the 
farmers. 

The purpose of the show, therefore, will be 
to encourage farmers in.every section of the 
state to adopt the best possible methods, and 
- at the same time, show others, who may be 
termed the doubters, what has and can be done. 
Small farmers everywhere need all the en- 
couragement they can get, need to be shown 
over and over the value of putting up attractive 
medium-sized hams, trimmed and cured under 
the best known methods. 


The products will be placed before an ap- 
preciative buying public. This should justify 
the extra expense and work of producing a 
higher quality product. The added possibility 
of exhibiting. the improved product at county 
fairs, where prizes will be offered for the best 
exhibits, should not be overlooked. One of the 
oft-heard complaints against the local product 
is it is so often unattractive in appearance. 
Once the Georgia farmer has learned to correct 
this defect he will be in position to get top prices 
for his products in a more extensive market. 


Nothing should be left undone to make the 
show a success. It is only through gradually 
apprising the Georgia farmer of his oppor- 
tunities, as well as his shortcomings as a com- 
petitor in a highly competitive business, that he 
can hope to attain the position of agricultural 
pre-eminence to which he is entitled.

CHARLES A. MATTHEWS 

In the death of Charles A. Matthews, county 
commissioner, DeKalb county loses a public 
servant who, perhaps more effectively than 
almost any other man in similar post in Geor- 
gia, served his people solely for their own 
benefit and profit and who did, always, what 
he believed best for the entire county, regard- 
less of individual preferences, desires or greed. 

Commissioner Matthews took office at a time 
when the finances of the county were at low 
ebb and when its credit had almost disappear- 
ed. Not only did he remedy this situation, pay 
off old debts and put the county in balanced, 
businesslike condition, but was also responsible 
for several reductions in the tax rate. 

He was a man who commanded the fullest 
respect of all who knew him, both in his per- 
sonal and his official life. He was inflexible in 
his determination for businesslike conduct of 
county affairs and set an example in that re- 
spect worthy of emulation by every public of- 
ficial in the- state. 

As a citizen of Decatur he was active in all 
movements that had the real good of the com- 
munity at heart; he was a leader in church and 
welfare circles. 

In recent years his influence had spread far 
beyond the confines of his home county. He 
was piesident of the Georgia County Commis- 
sioners’ Association and his administration of 
that group had already been marked by vig- 
orous and constructive policy. 

It will be difficult to replace him but, re- 
gardless of the future course of the county he 
so well loved, the mark of his influence in her 
affairs will ever remain as an inspiration to 
all her officials and all her citizens, of today 
and of the future. 


ALONG THE NATION’S HIGHWAYS 


The suggested uniform legislation on road- 
side development and control by the American 
Automobile Association might aptly be termed 
the arrival of reinforcements at the most 
psychological moment. The fight on highway 
unsightliness has been carried on by civic- 
minded individuals and organizations for years, 
but has gained very little practical ground, at 
least in the state of Georgia. 


The proposed measure was designed to serve 
as a basis for state action against undue en- 
croachment along the roadside. It was unani- 
mously approved by motor club councillors from 
all over the nation at the AAA’s recent annual 
convention. 

To paraphrase the words of the association 
president, Thomas P. Henry, the motorists of 
the United States have become disgusted at the 
sight of row upon row of tumbledown shanties, 
ramshackle eating places, junkyards, automo- 
bile graveyards and the thousand and one other 
eyesores that obstruct the nation’s most travel- 
ed highways. 

The three main objectivés sought, to quote 
from the AAA News Service, are “elimination of 
existing unsightliness; prevention of further 
commercial encroachment in the future and 
the protection of the health of the traveling 
public by strict supervision of all roadside cater- 
ing establishments.” 

The measure, of course, would be non-puni- 
tive in nature. It was designed to afford the 
maximum of protection to travelers with the 
minimum of interference with existing enter- 
prises. It was written after more than two 
years of study and consultation with expert 
opinion in the field of roadway beautification. 

One need do no more than ride-over the new 
Marietta highway, where no encroachments of 
any kind have so far appeared, to get a com- 
parison of the good with the bad, to appreciate 
just what it would mean to have “unsightli- 
ness” kept completely out of sight. It seems, if 
it is only for a few minutes, like riding into 
another land, a land unmarred by the ugly 
hand of commercialism. 


The proposal of the AAA, although drastic 
in the opinion of many, has undoubted merit. 
It should be given the deepest consideration by 
the law-making bodies of all the states, includ- 
ing the Georgia legislature. The time to clean 
up, to beautify the highway is before, not after, 
they get so dirty, so unsightly, so over-commer- 
clalized, as to present an almost unsurmount- 
able task.

(From the Detroit News.) 

Having been devoted for 20 years to bettering 
American educational facilities, the expressions 
on the subject of the Julius Rosenwald fund have 
weight. The major part of this foundation’s re- 
view of its activities for the two-year period from 
July, 1936, to July, 1938, lately issued from the 
Chicago headquarters, deals sharply with the 
conditions under which teachers are recruited. 
The point is effectively made by the introductory 
assertion of “two strangely contradictory facts”: 

“1. The preparation of teachers is the most im- 
portant task of professional education. | 

“2. The teachers college is the poorest of all 
departments of higher education.” 

Conditions well known among educators are 
forcibly called to general attention. The chief 
teachers colleges subsist without any, or with 
comparatively meager, endowments... “The 
largest and richest school of education—Teachers 
College, Columbia—has only $7,000,000, a small 
fund compared with the capital of a dozen medi- 
cal centers” ... “The George Peabody School for 
Teachers, the great single influence in the educa- 
tion of teachers in the south, has an endowment 
of $5,000,000, about a third of the $14,000,000 en- 
dowment of the Vanderbilt medical school across 
the street.” | 

The fund is hopeful . .. “Fortunately, the 
significance of the education of teachers is davan- 
ing, surely if still slowly, on the American mind”

taxation or additional taxes would be)! 
needed to complete the state program if there were economy in 
operation and salaries of state employes, have been lulled into that 
position by campaign speeches. | 


The state needs about $8,500,000 to carry out a conservative pros ' 
gram which is really a minimum sort of effort to give to the citizeng | 
the sort of school and health program they should have. | 

If all salaries were reduced 10 per cent and other economies | 
effected, the saving would be about $200,000. That is quite an 
amount of money, yet in relation to the money required it is not 
even a start. 

If every salary and cost of state department were wiped out, | 
if every department were abolished, including the Governor’s office, | 
there would be a saving of but approximately $1,500,000. 

So, when the politician out of office shrieks for a reduction in 
salaries and for economy of government, he merely seeks to arouse 
emotions. A severe reduction in salaries would save approximate<— 
ly $200,000. Maybe a bit more. Maybe not. | 

That still would leave a need for approximately $8,250,000 to 
carry out a seven-month school term, to give the state a health 
program which still lacks much of being a. satisfactory minimum 
program, and to carry on the essentials of government. 

Let’s be honest and face facts. 


THERE’S NO GETTING AROUND IT There just isn’t any 


getting around the fact 
Georgia needs a new tax structure. It is significant that every 
governor for the past quarter of a century has said so. 

We have had hodge-podge schemes, emergency schemes and all 
sorts of tax hocus-pocus, and nothing practical and nothing which . 
smacked of permanency. 3 

We have the very ridiculous situation now, in city taxation 
wherein a store which has a customer on the books for credit, must 
pay a tax of about $1.90 per $100 which the customer owes him, 
The store pays about 10 cents a hundred tax for cash on hand but 
he must pay almost $2 tax for each $100 on the books. The ad 
valorem taxes are on no sort of stable basis. 

It ought to be an easy matter to have the legislature work out a 
new tax structure which would take care of the state’s needs and 
at the same time apply with equal weight and fairness on all the 
people on the basis of what they buy or earn. 

No tax is popular. No tax ever will be greeted with cheers or 
acclaim. But it probably is true that if businesses and individuals 
were given a tax structure which was fair and equitable and which 
had some indication of permanence, that as soon as the newness 
wore off the harness, there would be relief and appreciation. | 

The present system of hodge-podge taxation and the problent 
which confronts the state, ought to cause every citizen to take his 
pen in hand and write his legislators not to vote against taxation 
but to vote for a system of taxation which would give the state and 
its citizens a strong tax structure under which the state and its 
citizens may progress and develop. 


DO YOU KNOW YOUR REPRESENTATIVES? Some time 
ago I heard 


a gentleman tell of talking with some businessmen who came to him 
seeking to have him work against a piece of legislation. 


“I asked each of them,” he said, “if they knew their county rep- 
resentatives. Only five of the 25 said they were acquainted with 
their representatives. 


“One of the others, who seemed to represent the popular thought, 
said: ‘No, I don’t know a damn one of them and what is more I 
don’t want to know a damn one of them.’ That,” said the gentle- 
man, “is one trouble with state tax and government troubles gen- 
erally.” 

It would be a perfectly splendid idea if the various women’s 
clubs in the various counties would invite their representatives to 
come and visit them. And then to have a sort of forum—asking 
their representatives all sorts of questions about taxation, about the 
problems of government, for an analysis of their votes on important 
pieces of legislation. A representative represents more than his 
electorate. He represents the, intellectual levels and the interest in 
government which his county contains. If his county is uninter- 
ested, lethargic and asleep, his acttons in Atlanta will be just that. 
If, on the other hand,’ he knows his people are going to watch him 
and be inquisitive,-he will be alert and more active in behalf of 
them. 

I think all civic clubs, all women’s clubs, all organizations of all 
kinds ought to invite their representatives around frequently and 
talk frankly about the questions of government. 

My idea is 90 per cent of the legislature would prefer to do that 
sort of a job. They want-to serve the state. But the citizens rarely 
give any indication of wanting to be served.

Mrs. Roosevelt, having been rebuked for engaging in another 
business enterprise, asks whether the people of America want the 
President’s children to remain idle and his wife to give up her own 
interests. 

Well, Mrs. Roosevlt, we had not intended to mention it, but now 
that you have brought it up yourself, we can discuss it without 
impropriety. 

This is supposed to be a free country, and in theory the Presi- . 
dent and his family have every privilege enjoyed by other citizens, | 
What they do is nobody’s business. | 

But the President, while not a “mere symbol” like the King of 
England, is none the less a symbol. His place and power and the 
glare of publicity make him an exaniple and a model. Realizing 
this, other Presidents have given up liquor and even cigarets lest 
they cause others to offend. Parents have no answer when Junior 
says: “But the President does it.” 

What is true of the President is true in large measure of his 
family. They have a double responsibility, for they serve as ex- . 
amples to the public and the President is held accountable for them. 
They might not ruin his career, as a preacher’s family can, but they 
can lessen the public’s respect for him. Their marital troubles and 
divorces can weaken a nation’s confidence in the sanctity of mar- 
riage, and he shares the blame. If the preacher’s kids are rotten, | 
the preacher is less revered. 

But if the President’s family are judged by peculiar and un- | 
compromising standards in matters of ethics and morals, they are 
judged as others are in lesser matters. 


When jobs are hard to get, and many are suffering for want of 
them, it doesn’t seem quite the right and fair thing for any rich 
man‘s wife or children to take jobs that might be held by others. 
The President doesn’t consider. himself rich, but “Time” says he 
has $500,000, and to most of us that is a great fortune. 


His job presumably won’t last, however, and we understand that 
his children must be making careers for themselves. They are past 
the age when youngsters should depend on dad; let them hustle for 
themselves—and not make capital of their father’s position. 


Your own position is above reproach. We honor you for your |

BOTTON LOAN CUT

WASHINGTON, Jan. 5.—(P)— 
Representatives of southern and 
western cotton growers indicated 
after a conference with agricul- 
ture department officials today 
that they might recommend lower 
government loans on the staple in 
an effort to increase exports. 

this is done, they will insist 
on increased benefit payments to 
compensate the growers, members 
of the group said. 


é told the 
delegation of about 70 local AAA 
committeemen from 18 states that 
the present loan program had 

a “major factor” contribut- 
ing to a 38 per cent drop in ex- 
port of the crop this season. 

They explained that the rate at 
which the government was mak- 
ing loans to growers withholding 
cotton from the market had peg- 
ged prices above those of most 
foreign cotton, and as a conse- 
quence foreign buyers were pur- 
chasing less cotton. 

The loan rate, which averages 
about 8.30 cents a pound is the 
minimum permitted by the Agri- 
cultural Adjustment act. 

They said several proposals ad- 
vanced included inauguration of 
an export subsidy program similar 
to the one now in effect for wheat; 
return of some of the cotton to 
growers as benefit payments for 
making sharp reductions in 1940 
planting operations, and sale of 
cotton goods at cut-rate prices to 
low-income and relief families. 

Officials said most of today’s 
discussion was about foreign mar- 
kets. Reports were presented 
showing that Germany, Italy and 
Japan were using less cotton’ and 
more fiber substitutes.

Expenditures, — The expendi- 
tures contemplated for the fiscal 
year 1940 (exclusive of expendi- 
tures for debt retirement and those 
payable from postal revenues) to- 
tal $8,995,663,200, which is $496,- 
666,000 less than the amount esti- 
mated for 1939. There are in- 
creases of $1,046,000 under the 
legislative and judicial establish- 
ments; $83,735,000 for the civil 
departments and agencies; $8,665,- 
000 under the’ general public 
works program; $28,121,000 under 
the social security act; $74,000,- 
000 for interest on the public debt; 
$4,510,000 for refunds of taxes, 
and $87,097,000 under transfers to 
trust accounts. 

For recovery and relief it is esti- 
fated that $2,266,165,000 will be 
needed, or $921,530,000 less than 
the amount required for this pur- 
pose in 1939. Supplemental esti- 
mates of appropriations will be 
submitted to meet the require- 
ments of the Works Progress Ad- 
ministration, the National Youth 
Administration and the Farm Se- 
curity Administration for the fiscal 
year 1940. Of the estimated ex- 
penditure of $2,266,165,000 for re- 
covery and relief purposes, $1,- 
750,000,000 is the amount estimat- 
ed for expenditure by these three 
agencies; $469,165,000 by the Pub- 


lic Works Administration and va- 


rious departments from old bal- 
ances of emergency funds, $10,- 
000,000 by the Federal Housing 
Administration, and $37,000,000 for 
reductiory in interest rates on farm 
mortgages. 

National defense . expenditures 
for 1940 will amount to $1,319,- 
558,000. This is an increase of 
$309,351,000 over the contemplated 
expenditures for national: defense 
purposes in 1939 and represents 
an increase of $99,351,000 for con- 
tinuing the current program and 
$210,000,000 on account of the new 
$500,000,000 program to be sub- 
mitted at a later date. 


There are decreases in estimat- 
ed expenditures under the agricul- 
tural adjustment program of $13,- 
667,000; under the Civilian Con- 
servation Corps of $5,000,000; un- 
der revolving funds of $101,949,- 
000; under veterans’ pensions and 
benefits of $1,044,000; and under 
regular supplemental items of 
$50,000,000. 

Deficit and Public Dept—The 
estimated net deficit for the fiscal 
year 1940 is $3,326,343,200, or 
$645,916,000 less than the net defi- 
cit for the current fiscal year. The 
gross public debt on June 30, 1940, 
is estimated at $44,457,845,210. 

It should be pointed out, how- 
ever, that the increase in the debt 
by reason of the deficit does not 
mean that the Treasury will bor- 
row that additional sum on the 
market. There will be available. 
during the fiscal year for invest- 
ment in special issues of govern- 
ment obligations the net sum of 
approximately $950,000,000, which 
represents investments of $579,- 
000,000 from the old-age reserve 
account, $271,000,000 from the un- 
employment trust fund, and $100,- 
000,000 from the railroad and gov- 
ernment employees’. retirement 
funds and from veterans’ funds.

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NAZI TIRADE HINTS 
GENEROUS OFFER’ 


German Editor Predicts Ten- 
der of Appeasement Will 
Follow Press Blast. 


BERLIN, Jan. 5.—(4)—A usual- 
ly well-informed German editor 
considers press broadsides against 
the Roosevelt administration, as 
represented today in reaction to 
the President’s message to con- 
gress, as the possible prelude to a 
“generous offer of appeasement” 
by Reichsfuehrer Hitler. 

“It pays to tch our Fuehrer’s 
technique when great events are 
in the offing,” he said. 

“Few people, for instance, could 
understand why Hitler in his 


Saarbruecken speech of October 9 
made no generous gesture of ap- 


peaserment towagd France but on 
the contrary spoke of increasing 
western fortifications. 

Generous Action. 

“We who understand him felt 
certain that his uncompromising 
language was but the forerunner 
to a most generous action. 

“That action became manifest 
when on December 6 von Ribben- 
trop (German foreign minister) 
signed the French-German accord 
in Paris wherein all claims to Al- 
sace-Lorraine are renounced for 


all time. 

“Just be patient—you will see 
something wonderful emerge after 
these weeks of violent language.” 

(Hitler spoke October 9 in con- 
nection with the dedication of the 
Saarland People’s theater, while 
German troops were occupying 
Czecho-Slovak territory won at 
the Munich conference.) 

The German editor’s suggestion 
seemed borne out somewhat by the 
fact that a European news agency 


quoted a propaganda ministry of- 
ficial as saying: 

“We are most anxious for good 
relations with the United States, 
the violence of newspaper com- 
ment nothwithstanding.” 

Reading between the lines of 
editorial comment, it is not diffi- 
cult to see along what course the 
Nazi government might wish to 
pursue a policy of appeasement 

Bait of Purchase. 

Again and again there recurs 
the bait of a purchase of from 
three to four million bales of cot- 
ton and an appeal to American 
farmers to realize what a good 
customer Germany might become 
if relations between the two coun- 
tries were less strained.

SHOWN IN PIG CROP 


Increase Laid to Co-opera- 


tive Drive in State. 

ATHENS, Ga., Jan. 5.—(P)— 
(P)—Co-operation of banks and 
agricultural extension workers in 
a campaign to increase pork pro- 
duction resulted in a 23 per cent 
jump in the size of Georgia’s fall 
pig crop, D. L. Floyd, agricultural 
statistician, reported today. 

His report showed the estimated 
number of sows farrowing pigs 
during the fall of 1938 was 162,000 
or 25 per cent above the 130,000 
estimated for 1937. The number of 
pigs saved amounted to 940,000, an 
increase of 23 per cent over the 
762,000 estimated for the previous 
period. 

A campaign was launched a 
year ago by the Georgia Bankers’ 
Association and the Georgia Ag- 
ricultural Extension Service to 
encourage production of hogs. 
Bankers made. special loans to 
farmers interested in increasing 
production and extension workers 
emphasized the need of additional 
hogs. 

Floyd’s report said breeding in- 
tentions by farmers in December 
indicate about 217,000 sows will 
farrow in the spring of 1939. This 
would be an increase of 15 per 
cent over the 1938 spring far- 
rowings and would normally re- 
sult in an increased pig crop.

History, the Audubon Society of 
America, Lawrence Emmons, fore- 
most decorator of New York and 
others. 

Raymond Deck, an authority on 
bird writing, is quoted as saying 
Menaboni’s painting are superior 
| to all other bird painters in picto- 
'rial quality, and places Menaboni 
in @ class with the three foremost 
bird painters, Brooke, Jacques and 
Petersen. 

Birds Always a Hobby. 

Birds, their habits and history, 
have been Menaboni’s especial 
hobby since he was a child in Leg- 
horn, Italy. Yesterday, in his 
apartment filled with bird and 
character paintings, he reflected 
over his school days in Italy. 

“I always loved birds and when 
I passed by lessons and kept up 
with the other students I was re- 
warded by another bird for my 
collection. But when I didn’t pass, 
I was punished and all my birds 
were set free. I spent all my spare 
time in nature study.” 

Bird painting, however, is not 
the limit of Menaboni’s artistic 
talents. He is a noted character 
painter, and his murals are in 
such handsome Atlanta homes as 
those of Thomas K. Glenn, Wal- 
ter Hill, Daniel Conklin, William 
Elsas, Mrs. Francis Abreu, and 
five grace the mansion of the R. 
J. Reynolds estate on Sapoloe Is- 
land. 

A historical mural of noted 
events in the growth of Georgia 
is depicted in the mural done by 
Menaboni in the Citizens & South- 
ern Bank in Macon.

WASHINGTON.—We have just returned from congress, where 
the President read his annual message. It is curious how differ- 
ently y ndings affect you. I had read the President’s 
PR it speech two nights ago, quietly and alone and in 
a critical mood. I had questioned some of the 
things, had discussed them in a perfectly objec- 
tive manner. Today, we sat in crowded gal- 
leries with a solid block of people beneath us 
who were opposed on general grounds to any- 
thing which might be said by a representative 
of the opposite political party.
